Citizens of this vil­ 
lage are asked to express their 
opinions to Mayor Flentie, Trustee 
Fram berg, chairman of the light 
committee or to any board member. 
The cost of the present lights is 
about $25.00 a light per year, to­ 
taling nearly $5,000. 
The cost of 
the new sample lights would be 
$38.42 a year, or a total of about 
$8,000. 
The old lights give about 
50 candle powrer in light. The r a t­ 
ing on the new lights is 250 candle 
power.

The former barn was 
used for the storage of honey, ex 
treating apparatus and equipment. 
No oms had been in the building 
for some time and the proprietors 
can give no reason for the blaze.
